Your City’s Business

The city council has invited re-/} 


presentatives of our various over- 
lapping taxing districts to meet in 
cur civic center on the night of 
March 28 to discuss taxing policies 
for the coming fiscal year. 

The town council of Athertcn, be- 
cause Atherton is overlapped by 
much the same districts as we are, 
also has been invited to participate 


jin the conference. 


This will be the third such 
meeting we have held, the first-be- 
ing about ten months ago. This 
ene is timely because of the in- 
crease in basis of assessed valua- 
tions which will be effective ext 
year, Preperty will be increased a 
flat fifty per cent over present 
values throughout the county in 
ovder to bring it into line with 
other counties in the state. 

This necessary action will result 
in some rather importanmgé tax in- 
creases to veterans who now have 
veterans’ exemptions of $1000. 

The ordinary taxpayer will have 


|his assessed valuation increased 59 


per cent and tax rates will have to 
he cut back 33%; per cent in order 
that the tax bill won't be higher. In 
the case of a veteran with a house 
assessed at $3400 who would lose his 
exemption altogether with this re- 
valuation, his taxable valuation 
would jump from $2400 to $5100, or 
by 112 per cent. 

A veteran with a home now as- 
sessed at $2000 would find his taxa- 
ble valuation doubled from $1000 to 
$2000. 

For the typical veterans’. hous- 
ing which is assessed in the neigh- . 
borhood of $1700, the taxable val- 
uation would increase fram $700 
to 71550, or by 121 per cent, 

Property taxes are heavy now, 
especially in view of sharp inereases 
in income tax rates which have de- 
pleted taxpayers’ net income. It is 
especially important, therefore, that 
all our governing boards cooperate 
in not allowing the increased basis 
of valuation to influence their tax- 
ing policies. 

It will be the purpose of this meet- 
ing to coordinate our policies so that 
the taxpayers’ interests will be fully 
taken into account in fixing the 
budgets of the coming fiscal year. 

With the calibre of men compris- 
ing our local boards, I am sure this 
objective will be achieved.

The Veterans’ Guide: 


Officer Urges Early 
Filing for 
Tax Exemptions 


Floyd D. Granger, county veter- 
ans service officer, has joined coun- | 
ty tax Assessor, O. B. Hempstead in | 
urging veterans who own property 
in San Mateo county to file early for 
their $1000 property tax exemption. | 

The State constitution, which ex- 
tends the tax exemption to veterans | 
of.all wars—including the Korean | 
emergency—requires applications to | 
to be submitted to the tax asses- 
sors’ office between the first Mon- 
day in March and last Monday in 
May, the officers pointed out. The 
filing period this year runs from 
March 3 through May 26. 

It ‘was. siressed by both county 
officials that wives of property 
ewners now in active service may 
file for the tax ememption on be- 
half of their husbands. The ex- 
emption does not apply, however. 
to property assessed at a value of 
more than $5000. 

Granger noted that veterans of 
World War II who were in service 

at any time between Dec. 7, 1941, 
and May 16, 1946, are entitled to 
the tax exemption, as well as Kor- 
ean veterans who had service after 
June 27, 1950, when the Korean con- 
flict began. 

Unremarried widows of Califor- 
hia servicemen and in some cases 
the widewed mothers or pensioned 
fathers of deceased servicemen 
are eligible for the: $1000 tax ex- 
emption, it was added. 

Information is available at the 
tax assessors’ office and at the vet- 
erans’ service office, courthouse, 
Redwood City. 

Granger further states that if 
property is within the limits of an 
incorporated city, separate applica- 
tions must be made to the city as- 
sessor and the county assessor. 

Applications may be mailed in by 
veterans who are not filing for the

Fimo Hayden’s picture, “Rope 
ind Post,” illustrates this, perhaps, 
2 little more effectively than oth- 
ers, in that appreciation of the sub- 
ject is gained only through an un- 
derstanding of the clements of de- 
sign employed in the study. 

The coiled length of rope leads 
the eye through a series of graceful 
and well controlled patterns. 
CONTRAST 

In contrast to the flowing lines of 
the rope, the base of the post is an- 
gular and hard. It is effectively 
used to allow the eye to enter the 
picture with ease and also provides 
a contrast in texture with that of 
the rope. The phetograph is a sim- 
ple, yet delightful, “outdoors still- 
life.” 

Contrasting designs are used in 
anothe; piece by Hayden. His 
“Windmill Study” engages the 
dramatic use of the anzular pat- 
tern of the man-made structure 
with a few branches of a tree scen 
at the top of the photograph to 
act asa foil. 

Another interesting building stu- 
dy by Hayden is his “Gate House.” 
This presents one of the baroque 
yuildings of the late 19th century 
o5 a gleaming, ornate piece sur- 
rounded by dark groves of trees and 

bushes. 

An expression of Nature, in her 
most’ thundering and beautiful vio- 
‘ence, is caught by John Starkey 
in his “Seascape.” He has phcto- 
graphed a breaking wave as it 
crashed over a rugged reef. 

Its forceful impact is caught as it 
is silhouetted against a darkened 
sky. 

DIFFERENT 
The tang of the seas is presented, 


by. Starkey. His “Oceanzoing Ship” 


a pier. However. this common. sub- 
ject is given more impact by the 
dramatic use of pilings in the fore- 
ground, which occupy much of the 
picture, focusing attention upon 
the ship.

(Continued from Page 6-B) 
many elements arranged with no 
care. 

Coy little pieces of stepping stones 
lead us to the front door, an elabor- 
ate barbecue stands out like an over 
sized incinerator, and the poor 
housewife may have to hang her 
Jaundry between the patio posts un- 
til some one thinks about a service 
yard. 

FIRST JOB 

The first job is to determine what 
elements you want in your lot and 
place them convenient to a related 
area. Hence the service area is near 
the house, the play yard close to 
the garage, a sun trap in a secluded 


corner. 

You must provide for four im- 
portant areas: 1. A public ap- 
proach, which includes a front 
yard, walks and driveway; 2. gen- 
eral living. divided into patios, 
gardens and games areas; 3. a 
private spot like a suntrap or hob- 
by section; 4, and a workspace for 
a service yard, garbage, tools, and 
that all important play yard. 
These areas can interlock, as the 


play yard near the game area, the 


tools near the garden. 

It is only by thoughtful landscap- 
ing that all these elements and the 
people who use them can be related 
to an area that becomes liveable, 
functional and delightful. Materials 
are the means to this end of fine 
spaces for people to live in, People 
come first, then the pattern, then 
the plants. 

GARDEN CALENDAR 

The wet soil has confused my feel- 
ings about spring, but the calendar 
says today is the day. There are 
still quite a few bare root trees, but | 
this may be the last week. 

Grapes and roses are also still 
bare rooted, and easy to start that 
way. Prune away long roots and cut 
the top back to 12 inches. 

Pick out your azaleas and camel- 
lias while they are in flower, as they 
are actually dormant then. Chrys- 
anthemums should be planted now, 
and cuttings taken from new growth. 
They root easily in moist sand, as 
do marguerites and geraniums. 

As soon as you can dig, put in the 
new shrubs you want. I found the 
ground to which I had added ver- 
miculite last year, is dryer and more 
workable already, yet it holds mois- 
ture much better in the summer. 
Gypsum would have the same ef- 
fect.

(Continued from Page 13-B) 
on the hands, as when you wear 
them,-and then wash in lukewarm 
suds. The softness which gloves have 
when wet may cause them to tear, 
so they’re protected by having them 
held ‘‘in shape” on the hands. 

Stubborn spots may be treated to 
extra cleaning with a very soft 
brush. Apply it very gently, how- 
ever, When clean, roll the gloves 
gently off the hands and rinse in 
clear, lukewarm water.

Lay the gloves on an absorbent 
towel or place on glove stretcher 
for drying.

If 
gloves are too dry for this, roll in 
a damp cloth for a few minutes, 

Fabric, knitted wool and string 
gloves may be washed by the above 
methed. With wool gloves, remove 
as much moisture as possible after 
rinsing.
